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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants contend the specification provides 
extensive disclosure of the 4CL1B promoter (page 3 of Remarks, 4th paragraph). 

The Office contends Applicants only disclose one promoter from 4CL1 B and do not disclose homologues from other plants. 

Applicants contend an alignment of 4CL1B promoter with the Pinus radiata 4CL promoter shows several regions of homology (paragraph 

bridging pages 3 and 4 of Remarks). - 

The Office contends the 4CL1B promoter that Applicants discuss is not the same length as the nucleic acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:10, 
which Applicants purport is the 4CL1 B promoter. In addition, it is not clear what is the date of disclosure of the Pinus radiata 4CL 
promoter because information used in fulfilling the written description requirement requires the information be known at the time of filing. 
Applicants contend promoter activity is demonstrated by the close correlation with the Pinus radiata 4CL promoter, GUS expression 
pattern is similar in pattern to the GUS expression of the 4CL promoter and Goicoechea et al show that the MYB2 transcription factor 
binds to the promoter (paragraph bridging pages 4 and 5 of Remarks). 

The Office contends no data in the form of a declaration has been submitted and the Office does not consider one binding site to be all the 
essential elements necessary for promoter activity. 

Applicants contend the disclosure of Voo of 142 base pairs is not sufficient nor essential for promoter activity (page 5 of Remarks, bottom 
paragraph). 

The Office contends Applicants are arguing limitations not recited in the claim. 
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
